during use wherein said reinforcing inserts define a wall thickness, wherein said wall 

thickness varies along the length of said hollow metal-tube formed from aluminum. 

In Claim 40: The term "polygon cross-sectional shape." has been replaced with — 
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polygon cross-sectional shape wherein said reinforcing inserts define a wall thickness, 
wherein said wall thickness varies along the length of said hollow tube . — 

In Claim 45: The term "intermediate portion." has been replaced with — 
intermediate portion wherein said reinforcing inserts define a wall thickness, wherein 
said wall thickness varies along the length of said hollow tube . — 

Reasons for Allowance 

The prior art does not show or suggest a lacrosse stick head wherein the 
reinforcing inserts define a wall thickness wherein the reinforcing inserts wall thickness 
varies along the length of the tube in addition to the other elements of the structure 
claimed.
